The British peridocal “Milling” 
makes some interesting observa- 
tions . with respect to bread as a 
food. After stressing the import- 
ance of bread in the diet and 
drawing attention to its universal 
use as a food, it mentions, in par- 
ticular, three controversies tliat 
have taken place in recent years 
with respct to its wholesomeness 
and food vakie. The first ques- 
tion raised had to do with the 
relative food values of ‘brown and 
white bread. © Titis was followed 
by a dispute over the rival methods 
of obtaining a nutritive standard 
in bread, a long extraction flour 
or enriched ‘white flour. And 
this controversery again was sup- 
erseded by one concerning the 
wholesomeness of bread the bone 
of contention being tiie use of 
chemical improvers and bleachers. 
The article goes on to point out 
that, despite the stands taken 
with respect to these matters, and 
the many arguments that have 
been developed pro and con, little 
attention has been paid to the 
qustion of consumer appeal. In 
other words, nutritionists and 
medical men have tended to stress 
what, in their opinion, the con- 
sumer needs but ttey have w- 
nored the equally important ques- 
tion of what he likse. It is possi- 
ble to raise the nutritive value 
of any food, but if this is ac- 
complished in a manner which de- 
tracts from its attractiveness and 
appeal the value of tive enhanced 
nutrient content may be lost 
for the reason that it will not 
form as large a part of the diet 
as is desirable——World of Wheat.

ROLLING STONES Who is responsible for Educa- 
‘Ltion in Alberta? Does the B.N.A, 
Act require the Province to estab- 
lish and finance schools? Many 
people firmly believe that such is 
the case. Ti-ey are convinced 
that the Province is required to 
provide for the education of young 
people, and therefore siiould un- 
dertake the cost of such an under- 
taking. In effect, however, the 
B.N.A. Act states that the feder- 
al’) government may not control 
education: its control must be left 
to the people of each province to 
exercise as they see fit. It is up 
to the people of Alberta to decide 
whther education is to be a matter 
Yor local, or for provincial con- 
trol, or partly one and partly the 
oth er, 

In practice the Alberta Govern- 
ienb has adopted a middle course. 
By. such statutes as the Depart- 
ment -of Education Act and the 
School Act, the legislature hag 
created a Department of Educa- 
tion, with its Minister, on whom 
certain powers and duties are 
placed. These include responsi-

But whether the Minister, of 
Education is ap Read the choice 
of a new text-book, or a_ local 
trustee is investigating a leaky 
school roof, it must never be for- 
gotten that each is performing 
his function on betalf of the peo 
ple he~ represents. The power 
they exercis¢ is wielded as stew- 
ards for their fellow citizens. 
Thus, there appears the un- 
avoidable conclusion that all a- 
dult citizens of Alberta are re- 
sponsible for education. And from 
this, it follows that the quality of 


education depends, at least in 
part, on how well and conscien- 
tiously Alberta citizens perform 
the duties which civic responsibil- 
ity demands. 

Why should any person be re- 
aerate for the education of any 
children otter than his own? The 
answer, of course, is that 
modern democratic people, for its 
continued existence as such, et 
be founded on an intelligent and 
in formed electorate, on people 
who understand the meaning of 
democracy and who have the will, 
energy, and the skills to put its 
principles into practice, and to 
make the best possible contribu- 
tion to one another’s welfare. In 
other words, democracy cannot 
continue to exist if a large part of 
the populaton are ignorant of or 
indifferent to their democratic 
rigi:ts and duties; Thus is estab- 
lished a fundamental principle in 
Alberta education; one of its pur- 
poses is to train all boys and girls 
to become effective citizens of our 
Province and our country.

cause for panic 
says minister 


REGINA, — Municipal Affairs 
Minister McIntosh of Saskatche- 
wan said the province's rusted and 
rain-soaked wheat crop “comes as 
quite a shock,” but is “nothing to 
be panicky about.” 

In the 1953-54 crop year, he 
said, Saskatchewan farmers de- 
livered some 245,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for which they received the 
initial payment of $1.40 a bushel. 
But the selling price received by 
the Canadian wheat board was be- 
tween $1.70 and §2 for top grades, 

“Thus, the farfhers still have a 
substantial equity in the 1953 
crop,” said Mr. McIntosh. 

He was commenting in an inter- 
view on a statement recently by 
Roy Marler, president of the Al- 
berta Federation of Agriculture, 
who called on federal and provin- 
cial governments to recognize the 
“precarious financial position” of 
farmers. 

Mr. McIntosh said this year's 
crop was shocking because the ay- 
erage expected yield had dropped 
to the present eight bushels an 
acre from the 22 bushels forecast 
in mid-July, 

An estimated 125,000,000 bushels 
of wheat still is stored on Saskat- 
chewan farms, he said. Farmers 
produced a substantial quantity of 
oats and barley in 1953 as well. 

“We consider it urgent that the 
federal government ‘give serious 
consideration to making... an 
interim payment in the near fu- 
ture,” Mr. McIntosh said.

REGINA.—Last year in Saskat- 
chewan, nearly all fire deaths and 
66 percent of all fires occurred in 
homes, There were 1,157 fires in 
homes, with an average loss of 
$485 per family. R. A. W. Switzer, 
provincial fire commissioner, sug- 
gests the following precautions to 
help cut down this needless waste 
of life and property: 

Do not smoke in bed, around 
closets, work benches or flam- 
mable liquids, Let expert electrici- 
ans do repairs and re-wiring jobs. 
Have chimneys cleaned and check- 
ed and heating appliances properly 
checked and installed before win- 
ter. Never leave young children 
alone at home. Teach fire safety to. 
your children,

OTTAWA.—The 2nd Battalion, 
the Royal Highland Regiment, the 
famed Black Watch, is scheduled 
to embark for Canada,in the next 
three weeks, the first unit of Can- 
ada’s 25th Brigade to sail for 
home. 

Defence headquarters here quot- 
ed Brig. F. A. Clift, commander 
of the 25th Brigade in Korea, as 
making the announcement. 

Canada is cutting her 6,000-man 
force in Korea by two-thirds and 
some 4,000 officers and men will 
be involved in moves home, 

Remaining in Korea will be the

All these sources of resistance 
are being used in the breeding 
program at Winnipeg. However, it 
is thought that completely satis- 
factory commercial varieties will 
only be developed by combining 
more than one source of resistance, 

At present many hy6rids, the re- 
sult of single crosses combining 
one or more sources of resistance, 
are under test for field perform. 
ance and quality. Some of these 
are distinctly more rust resistant 
than present commercial varieties 
and appear promising in yield and 
quality. 

It is hoped that one of these 
will be able to serve as a tempo- 
rary variety, and that the day is 
not too far off when the durum 
grower can look forward to pro- 
ducing a clean, healthy crop, safe 
from the ravages of stem rust.
